SOQSOllOld. 

A nice dish for breakfast is made bj 
taking bits of ham that have been loft 
from previous meals, cutting them in 
sniiiU pieces, and heating them with 

two or tlireo eggs stirred in. Pieces of 
lu^i'f nmj also be used, and enjoyed if 
proporly cooked. Chop them line, sea- 
.sou with biittor, pepijcr and .salt, and 
titrv! hot. The excellence of these 
di.slieK depends upon tho way in which 
you cook and season them. Anything 
which is warmed over in order to bo 
pMhtUiblo must bo nicely prepared. 

Tho following recipe for almond cake 
Ls a good one j it makes a very nice 
cnkt! for the basket. Tako one cup of 
butter, ono cup and a half of sugar, 
throe eggs, half of a cup of milk, two 
li'uspoonfuls of baking powder, about 
two cu))s of Hour ; flavor with a little 
almond extract. Blanch ono pound of 
nliiioiid.s ; lay aside enough to cover the 
top of tlie cake when they are cut in 
hulves ', chop the 'reB4> and put into the 
cuke. After the cake is in the tin lay 
tiio split ones over the top of the cake ; 
they will rise and brown as the cake 
bttke.s. This is delicious ^ try it. 

To make Spanish cream to serve with 
cakes, follow this rule : Put half a box 
of gelatine to soak in a goblet of cold 
water ; heat one pint and a half of 
sweet milk ; when it comes tO: the boil- 
ing point pour in the gelatine, stirring 
nil the time till it is entirely dissolved. 
Beat the yolks of three eggs and one 
cup of sugar, and pour slowly into the 
milk and let it scald until it begins to 
curdle. Then add tha whites of the 
threo/Cggs beaten to a stiS front, stir 
them in as quickly as possible, add the 
liavoring now also — vanilla preferred ; 
pour into tho mould immediately. This 
is a very delicate and pleasing dish for 
tea. Another and simpler dish is made 
by taking fresh, sweet cream, beating 
it to a stiff froth ; add pulverized sugar 
ami any flavoring extract you choose. 
When served in wineglasses it makes a 
pretty addition to any meal. It is de- 
licious with tho almond cake mentioned 
above. 

It is a good plan to have tho dining 
room and kitchen swept before other 
work is done ; there is less danger of 
spots being made on carpet or floor. 
Many grease spots are made for which 
on one is accountable simply by crumbs 
being stepped on and crushed. If hot 
grease is spilled on the floor or carpet, 
without Icsing a minute pour some cold 
water on it ; it can then be scraped off 
with a knife and the traces easily re- 
moved ; but, if left to penetrate soft 
wood or to spread on a carpet it will 
take a much longer time. This is onu 
of the many cases in which "a stitch in 
time saves nine."

Quito a difleront 
view is taken by a largo and inllueutial 
class of ])i'0})!e, n number of wlioiu have 
not scrupled to form an organization 
known as tiio Transvaal Independence 
Committee. These, gentlomon do not 
hesitate to express their wannest sym- 
pathy with a people whom tlicir govern 
nient is trying to bring mlo subjection. 
The "rebels" of one party arc the 
patriots of iho other. Aui mg the 
Transvaal sympathiy.crH are many mcin- 
bers of parliament. One of those, Siu 
W11.FUED Lawson, recently mailo a 
,,stippng, not to say violent, spoecli in 
behalf of the Boers. Ho declared that 
Sir Bartle Fri:re had first cheated 
and then uuirder.eJ 10,000 of tlio 
Zulus, urged the holding of nublic meet- 
ings to agitato against the "iaiquitous" 
war and the hideous crime" which ^yas 
being perpetrated, and suggested tl'iat 
"the killing <5f the poor fellows at Lor- 
ing's Neck svns as great a crime as that 
of tlic shooting of tbo sovoii landlords 
by the Irish peasantry." GLAnsToyr.'s 
own words, uttered in behalf of the 
Boersduring liin colcbrated Mid-Lotliiaa 
campaign, are now quoted wiih great 
effefct against the Government of which 
ho is not only the Premier, but the 
master mind. The Boors claim that 
those words inspired them with iiope 
that if they should rise they would be 
granted their independence. So they 
rose, beat throe small armies of the in- 
vaders, and have actually been granted 
independence. The Iri.sh iioo])lo, too, 
quote from Mr. Gladsto.\i:'s spocchas 
at Mid-Loiliian in support of the laud 
ogitPtion and «ny that those speeches 
first gave them ' the idea, that if they 
raised a "big row" they would be sus- 
tained in their refusal to pay rent by 
the Liberal government.

Farticolara of the Loss of thp "Wool 
and Pisli BarciLTio T. P. T^hiton, 

TliQ CornUJunan of tho 17tli February 
givo.s tho following particulars of tho loss 
of tlio barque T. F. Whiten, from this 
port for London with wool and tish. Tlio 
burquo went aahoro on Para Sands in 
Mount's Bay on the evening of the 12th 
February. Captain Jfickels and crow were 
iiiscued by tho lifo-boat's crow. Tho dis- 
ii-ster was caused by thick wcathor. An 
iittouipt was luado to anchor but tho ves- 
sel dragged and the cables parted. Tho 
captain was the last to leave the ship 
and both ho and his men wcro taken to tho 
"Coach and Horses" inn and provided 
with all necessary comforts. All those who 
saw tho ship and tho position in whicli 
slie lay wore contident on Jlonday even- 
ing that, if not tlio vessel horsolf, at least 
the cargo, would bo saved on tho follow- 
ing day, and this expectation was height- 
ened by tho knowledge that the sea was 
going doAvn and the wind considerably 
less. Captain Nickels came on to Pen- 
wiucu with Mr. John Rfatthews, but had 
arrived there only a very short time wlion 
woni was brought to him that his ship 
was (in tiro ! Tho coastguard in charge of 
lior liad noticed that smoke was issuing 
from tho after part in cousidprablo quan- 
tities,' and this gradually increased, 80 that 
it was deemed advisable at noon on Tues- 
day to send to Ponzanco to request the 
iissiataiico of the fire brigade, and two en- 
gines wore iininediately dispatched. Tho 
en|;iues were unable to get to work that 
tide, but at 10 o'clock on Tuesday night 
t wo (jood streams of water were sent on 
to the .shiii, and the brigade worked in- 
cessantly until the in-coming tide com- 
pelled them to desist, and tliev returned 

morning. The fire then got entire hold 
of the shi^, and those who wore in chargo 
momentarily expected' to see tho flames 
break forth. Captain Nickels attributes 
tho cause of tho outbreak to tho spontan- 
Hous combustion of tho wool. Tho bin- 
nacle lamp was burning when tho ship 
was left, but it is not thought possible 
that this could have caused any (iro. Tho 
T, F. Whiton is not ibsureS. A consid- 
erable quantity of the boxes containing 
pickled salmon and many bales of wool 
(ire being saved.

H. B. Co. for themselves and all other 
creditors vs. Oppenheimer Brothers and 
their trustees. — The defendants having 
moved in appeal from the order appointing 
a receiver and granting an injunction now 
moved in pursuance of notice to suspend 
tho order pending the appeal. On their 
behalf it was urged that Opponheiinor 
Brothers were desirous of ali'ecting an 
equal distribution of tlieir estate between 
the creditors, and that the order staying 
the hands of the tru.stees would enable 
preferential executions to bo levied in 
preference. As against tliis viow plaintiff 
contended that if Oppenheimer Brothers 
acted fairly tliey would have executed an 
assignment not requirini; a release and 
without reservations. That so far from 
the assignment protecting all creditors it 
was only in favor of thoan vlto released 
the debtors and would not prevent credi- 
tors who successfully attacked its validity 
from obtaining payment in full. That in 
obtaining tho order appointing a receiver 
plaintiffs had adopted the only courso 
open for afl'ecting an equal distribution 
and that no execution could bo levied in 
face of the recoiver'a order, as ho was the 
oflicer of the court, in full possession of 
the property and any levy would bo inef- 
fectual and in contempt of tho court. 

His lordship held the authorities show- 
ed that the receiver was in full chargo 
ahd^no' execution could be levied and thus 
there being no danger of any creditor ob- 
taining a preference byoxecutionhe should 
refuse to make any order on tlic defend- 
ants' application.

The taking of tho Douiinioii census will 
commence on ]\[onday morning the 4tli 
April, and tho returns of Population and 
Properiy are to consist of facta as tlicy 
exist on that day. Betunis, which are to 
embrace^ a yearly period, such as tho num- 
ber of ibirths and deaths, tho enumeration 
of products, etc. , are to be counted for 
tho twelve months immediately preceding 
the ith of April. Therefore, any person 
who was alive on the 4tli of April, 1881, 
although he ni.ay have died butweou that 
date and tliu date of tho onumoratrn's 
visit, is to be recorded as if living ; and 
for the same reason infants who may have 
been born after the 4th of April, 1881, are 
not to be recorded, whether dead or.ilive. 
In case of the refu.sal of any per.son to an- 
swer the (luestions of tlio enumerator, or 
giving false information the. olleiuler will 
be prosecuted criminallj-. The oniinionL- 
tor must endeavor not to omitaiiytliiii!,'of 
im|JortaBee. J mi to record the same tiling 
twice ; not to oxag!,'i;rato anything ; nut 
to underrate anything. Tho iiiforniatinn 
sought for in thi.s census relates solely 
(with the exception of tho returns of po- 
pulation and deaths) to tho amount of 
property held at the time of taking the 
census, and to the total amount of ])ro- 
duco of tlio last twolvo months before 
such taking. For oxample, a fanner re- 
ports having grown 500 bushels of wheat 
of which ho ha.s consumed 100 bushels, 
sold 200 bushels, and has still on hand 
200 bushels. ..The whole COO bushel.^ must 
bo set down in tho census, because the 
farmer appears simply as a producer. On 
the other hand, tho storekeeper or mer- 
chant who has purchased the wheat has 
nothing to enter in tho census for this. 
So with a manufacturer who lias luaiiu- 
facturod 10,000 yards of cloth during tho 
last twelve months. IIo is to enter tho 
whole 10,000 yards, no matter what por- 
tion he has sold, or what ho has still in 
stock. There are eight schedules whicli

Oood- 
acro it Dooley from Southern California 
Wy the Hylton Castle. ' Tlie trip was a 
good one, only five days from Wilming- 
i-nn Till. nni",nnlal.in<l'"l in f>vwllo,.t rr>,v 
dition, having plenty of room and feed on 
tho steamer, and but little rough wcathor. 
This ia the first importation of sheep from 
tho grassy plains of tho south ; and Vic- 
torians will' have prime mutton for several 
days to come, of from two to tliroo years 
old. Tho sheep will, however, feel the 
change of climate not a little, having been 
shorn before leaving tho sunny soutli. In 
size, condition and price the consignment 
is eminently satisfactory to the firm. But 
what about our own farmers and stock- 
raisors allowing so much money to go out 
of tho province to a foreign country for 
those sheep and, in addition to this, such 
a largo sum to tho Dominion treasury for 
customs? Probably no bettor slieop- 
raising country can be found anywhere 
than Vancouver Island, with its hill and 
mountain sides, and yet muttoii has to bo 
imported in large quantities, alive and 
dressed. Facilities for keeping cows are 
excellent, but this city and the Lower 
Fraser have been entirely dependent on 
California for butter for many months 
past. No better or more prolific hay land 
can bo imagined than some on this island 
and the Delta of tho Fraser, yet, nearly 
all our supply of fodder conies from tlio 
Sound and tb.o American ialaiuls. The 
same may be said of oats, vcgetable.s, egg.s 
chickens and cliickoii-fced. Last, though 
not least, ia the item of flour. Nincfueii- 
twontielhs of this, tho staffot life, comes 
from tho other side of the 49tli pai illol, 
and this item alone swelta customs duos 
enormously, for which tho Ottawa author- 
ities apparently do not thank us. [s it 
not high time for B. C. farmers to rouso 
themselves ? and are there not plenty of 
room and good prospects for many more 
to commence tho cultivation of tho soil! 

Aquatic. — To-dtiy tho sculling match be- 
tween Cotsford and Stovoiisun comes off 
in San Francisco bay, tho stakes being 
81000 a side. Tho Victorian seems to bo 
a favorite in sporting circles in San Fran- 
cisco, betting being about even or perhaps 
slightly in his favor. The result will be 
looked for with some anxiety hero and may 
expected towards evening, that is if 
tho wires aro working. It appoars some- 
what singular to Victorians and Britishers 
that such a contest shouM take place on 
the Sabbath, and it cartahily would not 
bo allowed here, but south of tho lino, on 
the Pacific coast,Sabbatlideaocriitionseoui9 
to bo but little thought of.

The Wreck of tue Ikdian Chiek.— 
The London Graphic of 2Gth ult. gives 
two illustrations of this most heartrend- 
ing calamity, one "The Ramsgato lifeboat 
rescuing the survivors," and tho other 
''Distribution of medals to the crow of the 
Ranisgate lifeboat by the Duko of Edin- 
burgh " The sad futn of Capt. Fraser, 
his brother and many of the crew of this 
ill-fated vessel, and tho terriblo sufferings 
of the survivor.s have a melancholy intor- 
e:it hero where tho vci-ael and her noble 
Captain were so well known. The Graphic 
says "No fewer than four lifeboats had 
started for the wreck from different places, 
but though aided by steain tugs all failetl 
tu reach it except tho Ramsgato lifeboat 
Bradford, which with tho help of tlio tug 
Vulcan, and after enormous labor in tho 
violent aea at last succeeded in rescuing 
tho survivors. It was fitting that these 
brave men should bo avmrded the medals 
.ind certificates of the National Lifeboat 
Institution, and that these should be pro- 
sentodhy the Duko of Edinburgh, himself 
a sailor. Tho ceremony took place on 
tho 11th iiist. at Ram.sgate, on the lawn 
in front of the Coast Guard Station, his 
Royal highness telling tho recipients that 
their heroic conduct had owakned the 
greatest possible interest and pride 
throughout England, and declaring his 
conviction that though they would value 
tho rewards greatly thoy would most 
value tho recollection of having saved so 
many lives. « * ♦ * fho awards 
were as follows: The gold medal to the 
coxswain of the lifeboat, silver medals to 
o.ach of tho crow, and to tho master of tho 
tug, the second service class to tho engi- 
neer, and a certificate of thanks to the 
Vulcan's crew. « .

I Letter to the New Voik Tiiues.J 

LoNUON, Feb. 22. — "Como into tho 
Coiitral Criminal Court for a few a min- 
utcSj" said a legal friend of mine an we 
were passing tho locality of this famous 
London tribunal. "You can easily amuse 
yourself for a short time while I spe.ik to 
Mr. Poland." Wo went in. Tho business 
was evidently very dull. The trial then 
going on was clearly not sensational. 
There were only very few spectators. Tho 
Judge w.as leaning back with a languid 
air. Mr. Justice Hawkins was tho Judge. 
The jury were just beginning to consult" as 
to their verdict. In ,tho dock stood a 
straight, well-built fellow of about five 
and thirty. Ho was a fair man and pale. 
He lookeil an.xiously round the Court for 
a moment as iny friend began speaking to 
Mr. Poland, the counsel who had boon 
conducting the prosecution against tho 
prisoner. 

"My Lord," suddonly said tho prisoner, 
"I would like to say a fow words." 

It w.as a very earnest application. 
There was something peculiarly impress- 
ive in tho tone of tho man's voice — so 
much so that tho jury suddenly ceased 
their suppressed talking and looked first 
at the prisoner and then at the Judge. 

"You had an opportunity of addressing 
the Court ; the case is now closed," said 
tho Judge. 

"May I ask one ipiestion, iiiy Lord, only 
one 1" said the prisoner. 

"It is out of order," answered the 
Judge, "but if " 

"Sly Lord," said Mr, Poland, rising in 
re.sponso to a glance from the Judge, "I 
havo no objection whatever." 

Tho learned counsel spoko as ono who, 
knowing that the prisoner coidd do 
neither good uor liarin, tho evidence hav- 
ing already convicted him, did not wish to 
appear ungcnerouH. Tlio jury resumed 
their seats. 

"Your question,'' said tho Judge. 

"Itisthcpolicomantowhoml wish to put 
a tjuestion, ' said tho prisoner, with a sort 
of strange calmness, as if ho had a strug- 
gle with liimsclf before concluding to ad- 
dress tho Court. Tho evidence upon 
which he was to bo convicted was that of 
the policeman, and the sentence was cer- 
tain to bo heavy, as a previous conviction 
had already boon proved against him — a 
previous conviction for coining. It was 
for tho grave oilenco of coining that ho 
now stood at tho bar. 

"Poiiueimiii, at.iiid foiHarU, said tho 

Judge. An ofiicerstcpped into the witness- 
box. . , 

"What is your question? You may put 
it through mo," said tho Judge. 

"I wish to ask him," said tho prisoner, 
"upon whose information ho arrested mc." 
Mr. Poland objected. Tho .answer might 
lead to a revelation of police secrets which 
belonged tr. Scotland Yard and not to the 
public. Thoro was a brief discussion up- 
on this point, aiidtha Judge overruled the 
objection. 

"May I put tho r^uestion in snothcr 
shape F' asked tho prisoner, "it may save 
time." 

"Put it," said the .Tudgc. 
': Was it a moman who gave you the in- 
formation upon which you arrested me V 
Again counsel objected. Scotland Yard 
had its own methods of hunting down 
crimintils, and how the police obtained 
information as to the movomenis of per- 
sons like the prisoner was not necessarily 
of importance to tho Court or tho public, 
while it was of great moment that tho po- 
lice should not be called upon to expose 
the detective secrets of tho force. The 
prisoner had been taken with spurious 
money in his possession, and had been 
previously convicted of coining, and had 
undergone, seven years' penal servitude 
for the oH'ence. Eoloasod from prLaQn,ho 
had gono back to his former criminal 
liabits ; it was an old story, and bo on. 
But again the Judge ruled that he should 
permit the question to be put, 

"Was it a woman who gave you the infor- 
mation ?" Tho policeman hesit.tted. 
"Answer," commanded tho .Judge. 
"It was," .said tho officer. 
"Do you see her in Court !" asked tho 
prisoner. The officer looked abont vague- 
ly. . - 

"Is that tho v.'om.an'!" naked the prison- 
er, pointing to a rather showily dressed 
woman with handsome features but a cold, 
disdainful expression of face. 
"It is," replied tho officer. 
"My Lord," said the prisoner, with a 
slight tremor in his voiea, "that woman is 
my wife 1" A buzz of surprise followed 
tho announcement, and tho woman turn- 
ed her head away from tho clock. 

"I would like to say a few words, my 
Lord," continued the prisoner. ■ 

"I havo no objection, your lordship,"- 
said Mr. Poland. . .. ^ , 

"Tho Court will hoar you," said Mr. 
Justice Hawkins. 

"Tliank you, my Lord," said the pris- 
oner, no longer betraying any emotion, 
but speaking in clear, iirin tones ; "I 
havo served seven years on a similar 
chargo to that now preferred against me. 
If I am again convicted you will give me 
at least ono and twontyycars.and that will 
end my life. Before you do so I would 
like you to know tUc whole truth of this 
affair. I married young. My wifo un- 
expectedly showed extravagant tastes and 
very expensive habits.- I was very fond 
of her, and did all I could to content her. 
Honestly I could not keep paco with her 
desires, and wo took to coining. She was 
with mo in all niy sperations, aided in 
the work, assisted in passing tho money. 
When wo were taken tho evidence was 
just as strong against her as against inc. 
In answer to questions I put to my coun- 
sel, I wiis told if I pleaded guilty and said 
I had compelled her to help me she would 
get ofl'. I did BO, and she was acquitted. 
I was sentenced to seven years' penal ser- 
vitude. I served my full time, and came 
back to London, determined to lead an 
honest life and to restore my wifo to an 
honest homo. It was.somo time |jefore I 
found her; but I' had obtained work at 
30s. a week. I had only one wish— to 
make .a new homo for my wife. Eventu- 
ally I found hor. She was living with an- 
other man. His name is Foster. She 
told rac that she had been obliged to ac- 
cept his .assistance or sho would havo 
starved. Foster was a fellow-workmnn of 
mine. I was willing to believe all sho 
said, and to forgive hor. It was a bitter 
struggle, but I did it. 'Gome home,' I 
said to hor, 'and let bygones bo bygones,' 
Sho said sho could not come immediately. 
It would" 'takVa littlo Umo to break off 
with Foster; but sho would do it. I 
waited, and every week as I received my 
wages I took £1 to her .and g.ave it her 
that she might have money without ask- 
in" Foster for any. At last she appoint- 
ed a niglit,^, when she declared she would 
leave Ksteri' ' 'I'wiis' "■ to.'nieet' hor at the 
corner of Eathbono plfic'e.' ' I did so. She 
said Foster had como out with hor and 
was a atrcot or so off, but that alio would 
go and tell him that sho had made up hor 
mind to leave hjm. ;'I love you still,' she 



said, 'boctor than any other man in the 
vi'orld, tind would never havo left you of 
my own free will; hold this until I come 
back; I will only be a few minutes.' I 
waited, and almost immediately a police- 
man camo and took nio into custody, I 
did not know what the packet con- 
tained; it turned out to bo false silver 
coinage 1" 

Ho paused hero, and there was consider- 
able sensation in Court, everybody con* 
vinced of the truth of tho- m'an'a state- 
ment, and impressed by its simple but 
dramatic force. 

"1 learnocl afterward," said ho, "that 
when she left mo with that packet in my 
hand sho went up to the first policeman 
she met, told him where I stood, that I 
was a returned conviot,acoineitof .a power 
of bad money; she knew it, she said, be- 
cause I had tried to pass some of it upon 
her. That is my story, my Lord." 

You could havo hoard a pin drop while 
tho prisoner was making his statement. 
The Court listened with almost breath- 
less interest. When he had finished, a 
sort of half-controlled , expression of 
wonder and indignation went round, and 
tho jury looked up at tho Judge in a be- 
wildered and uzzled way.

"Did this woman speak to you, as the 
prisoner says 1" ■.', ;!,?

"And gave you tho information as das- 
crihod ?" 

"Yes, my Lord." 

"Was tho packet of spurious silver iu 
his hand, as ho says?" 
"It was, my Lord." 

Upon tho direction of the Judge the 
prisoner was acquitted) arid Toy friend 
started a subscription for Kim. We have 
raised about £70 for him, and hope to 
see him got over his troubles. His story 
has boon verified in every detail. 

Such was tho story narrated to mo by a 
friend yesterday in response to a casual 
remark of mine that a great deal of inter- 
esting current history of London is HBver 
rejiorted in tho London papers. The 
story is quite true, tho case formed part 
of the business of tho l.ast sitting of the 
Criminal Court; and tho victim of loving 
not wisely, but too well hasi this .week 
been introduced into rospoctablc^and per- 
manent employment.

Tilo Directors iii, making their Annual Report liavu to inform tho Subscribers 
that during tho pa.st year thoy liavo succeodod in purchasinj; a plot of land of 5 acres 
immediately adjoining the Hospital, for tho jiurpo.se of erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with tho Uo3i)ital. The Government have votod a sum of 
money for the erection of the necessary buildings; but before tho works could bo 
comiuonced tho Government required the land to he conveyed to tho Crown, which 
has boon done. The coming spring will, it is hnjifd, see this mo.st necessary adjunct 
to tho in.stitutiona of tho Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that tlio House of A-ssenibly havo p.issod a resolution com 
oletoly reversing tho policy under which the Hospital has boon for so many years 
not unsueeessfully managed; hitherto tho Government havo been content witli 'liv- 
ing two Director.? on the Board, and as a rule theao Government Directors havo been 
active and useful members, and havu fully answered the purposes for which they wore 
placed on the Board. 

Tho other Directors arc tho nominees of the Subscriburs. Tlie proposed change 
will be detrimental to tho interests of tlioso for whom a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention necessary to details Lakes up a groat deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed cQioiently by eight gentlemen will be equally as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and the inevitable result wUl bo a recurrence 
to tho worst evils of tho past. Tho interest wbioh tlio public now take in the insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, and the activu and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

Tho Directors havo again to express "tlieir thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable societies and 
individuals who havo generously contributed to tho support of tho institution. 

Tho affairs of thu Hospital have boon economically managed, aa will bo aoen by 
tho amount of sufferings relieved and tho Treasurer's account of the expenditure. 

In closing this report ilie Diitctiu.T ic-iut lint tl.o change introduced by tho 
Government will prevent them again offering thoir services, and from tho applications 
which have been received for a return of subscriptions and the opinions oxprossed of 
the change, they fear that tho closing of ono of. the most useful institutions of tlio 
Province will ultimately bo tho result. 

There yet remains to bo considered tho question of tho ownership of tho pro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pre- 
sent changes will affect it. On this subject tho Directors are not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

Gkntlf.me.v, — I have tho honor to submit f(jr your information tho following 
statement of the result of medical treatment of patients under my cliargo in Royal 
Ho.spit.ll during tho last year. Tiie lunnber of in-patients, as will bo seen below, is 
less than last year, owing, in a great measure, to so many beds being occupied by in- 
curables. Tho number of out-patients lias gruatly increased, as I havo had to treat 
as out-patients many who would have been in-patients had there been vacant beds. . 
The number of In-patients admitted 1880. - • - 82 
do Out-patients do ... 200 

Total 282 

Of whom 10 havo died from the following causes: — Lung Disease, 6; Heart Dis- 
ease, 1; Paralysis, 1; Old Age undExhau.stion, 2. Total 10. 

In conclusion I have to o.xprcsH niy thanks to my professional brethren, who havo 
.•vlwaya rendered mo any assistance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw the 
attention of tho Board of Directore to tho admirable manner in which the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted tho internal nfl'airs of tho Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for the patients coinx>atiblo with tho -discipline 
necessary in a public institution.
